SECRETARY'S  REPORT 


It  is  with  high  hopes  for  1937  that  we  look  over  the  records 
of  the  past  year.  The  Convalescent  Home  has  cared  for  more 
children  than  ever  before  in  its  history,  having  had  566 
children  and  a  daily  average  of  75. 

A  much-needed  full-time  social  service  worker  has  been 
added  to  the  staff.  The  School  continues  its  good  work  under 
the  able  teaching  of  Miss  White  and  Mrs.  Wagg.  They  have 
had  193  pupils  this  year,  and  have  kept  them  up  as  much 
as  possible  with  their  school  grades. 

The  interest  and  response  shown  the  Home  by  residents 
of  Wellesley  has  increased  greatly  this  year.  The  Wellesley 
Junior  Service  League,  the  Wellesley  Red  Cross,  and  the 
Wellesley  and  Needham  Posts  of  the  American  Legion  de- 
serve our  very  special  thanks. 

The  Wellesley  Junior  Service  League  has  brought  to  the 
Home  a  group  of  young  women,  who,  through  their  teaching 


of  occupational  therapy,  their  playground  guidance  and  lend- 
ing library,  have  filled  the  needs  of  the  children  in  their 
many  idle  hours  with  joy,  friendliness  and  constructive  help. 

If  our  friends  who  have  helped  us  to  carry  on  through  the 
Community  Federation  will  continue  to  contribute,  we  will 
be  able  to  continue  the  service  we  are  trying  to  give  to  the 
children  who  are  already  started  on  the  road  to  health.

REPORT  OF  THE  VISITING  PHYSICIAN 


A  new  plan  of  medical  care  and  supervision  was  inau- 
gurated late  in  1935  and  continued  throughout  1936.  Under 
this  plan  a  resident  physician,  who  divides  his  time  between 
the  Children's  Hospital  and  the  Convalescent  Home,  is  in 
direct  charge  of  all  patients.  This  resident  is  responsible  to  a 
visiting  physician,  who  makes  rounds  at  definite  intervals, 
and  is  subject  to  call  for  any  consultation  advice.  The  scheme 
is  working  out  well.  It  provides  for  a  greater  amount  of 
doctor's  time,  enabling  closer  supervision  of  all  phases  of 
patients'  care,  and  enlarges  the  scope  of  treatment  of  con- 
valescents, which  formerly  had  to  be  done  at  hospitals  refer- 
ring the  case. 

There  are  many  phases  of  convalescent  care  of  sick  chil- 
dren which  are  not  well  defined.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  course 
of  time  some  of  these  problems  may  be  more  satisfactorily 
answered  through  investigative  work  done  at  the  Home.

The  Convalescent  Home  of  the  Children's  Hospital 
REPORT  ON  NURSERY  MAIDS  TRAINING  COURSE 


The  Convalescent  Home  of  The  Children's  Hospital  offers 
a  course  of  one  year  to  young  women  twenty  years  or  over, 
who  wish  to  become  trained  nursery  maids.  A  high  school 
diploma  is  required. 

Last  year  23  girls  were  graduated  from  a  class  of  32  ad- 
mitted. This  year  only  one  has  been  dropped  from  a  class 
of  25. 

Applicants  are  very  carefully  selected  for  their  character, 
intelligence,  aptitude  with  children,  personality  and  reli- 
ability. 

They  must  undergo  a  complete  physical  examination, 
both  on  entering,  and  on  graduation. 

Instruction,  both  physical  and  theoretical,  includes  the  care 
of  children  up  to  12  years,  in  sickness  and  health,  with 
especial  emphasis  on  the  feeding  and  care  of  infants,  and  the 
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cooking  and  preparing  of  diets  for  older  children.  Practical 
lectures  are  given  in  a  variety  of  subjects,  including  physical 
culture  and  play. 

At  the  completion  of  their  course,  nursery  maids  are  placed 
with  private  families,  under  supervision  for  six  months,  when, 
if  their  work  and  behavior  have  been  satisfactory,  they  are 
entitled  to  their  diplomas. 

We  maintain  a  registry  for  the  benefit  of  our  graduates, 
and  for  those  wishing  to  secure  nursery  maids,  trained  at 
the  Home.  During  1936,  48  girls  were  placed  in  99  positions. 
Of  these  a  small  proportion  were  for  temporary  engagements 
of  from  two  to  three  weeks.  At  the  present  time  seventy-five 
of  our  graduates  use  the  registry.  Owing  to  the  careful  super- 
vision and  wise  control  of  our  Superintendent,  Miss  Guillod, 
and  to  the  especially  fine  spirit  which  exists  in  the  school, 
our  graduates  are  in  constant  demand,  and  we  are  proud  of 
their  record  of  service.
